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Amendments to the Claims : 

1. (Original) A height adjustmoit assembly for a bicycle handlebar stem that i$ 
positioned on a steer tube of the bicycle, the height adjustment assembly comprising: 

a) a jBxst spacer securable to the steer tube on one side of the stem and including 
a first upper member and a first lower member, each of the first upper member and 
the first lower member including a base and a number of tabs extending outwardly 
from one side of the base, each of the number of tabs including a plurality of loddng 
members positioned on the tab; and 

b) a second spacer securable to the steer tube on the opposite side of the stcm^, 
wherein the fii^ upper member is lotatable with respect to the first lower member to 
selectively engage the locking members on the first upper member with the locking 
m^b^ on the first lower member in various configurations. 

2. (Original) The assembly of claim 1 wherein the base is generally circular in shape. 

3. (Original) The assembly of claim 1 wherein the numb^ of tabs are positioned in an 
abutting relationship with one another around die base. 

4« (Original) The assembly of claim 1 wherein each of the number of tabs has an upper 
end and a lower end. 

5. (Original) The assembly of claim 4 wherein each of the tabs has a sloped surface 
extending from the iq>per end to the lower end. 
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6. (Original) The assembly of claitn 5 wherein the plurality of locking members are 
disposed on the sloping surface. 

7. (Original) The assmibly of claim 1 wherein the plurality of locking members are 
formed as a number of teeth extending from each of the number of tabs opposite the base. 

8. (Original) Theassemblyof claim 7 further comprising a plurality of grooves 
disposed between adjacent pairs of the number of teeth. 

9. (Original) The assembly of claim 1 wherein one of the first upper member or the first 
lower member is adapted to be iEbcedly attached to the steer tube. 

10. (Original) The assembly of claim 1 wherein the second spacer is formed of a second 
upper member and a second low^ member, each of the second upper monber and the second 
lower member including a base and a number of tabs extending outwardly from one side of 
the base, eadi of the number of tabs including a plurality of locking members positioned on 
the tab. 

1 1. (Original) The assembly of claim 10 wherein one of the second upper memb^ and 
the second lower member is adapted to be fixedly attached to the steer tube. 

12. (Original) The assembly of claim 1 wherein the first upper membo: and the first 
lower member are formed from a rigid materiaK 
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13. (Currently Amended) A st e m ogg e mblv for a bioyol e including a stoer tub o A heidit 
adjustment assembly for a bicycle handlebar stem that is positioned on a steer tube of the 

. ^ bicycle, the assembly comprising: 

a) a first spacer securable to the steer tube on one side of the stem and including 
a first upper member and a first lower member, each of the first i^per member and 
the first lower member including a base and a number of tabs extending outwardly 
from one side of the base, each of the number of tabs including a plurality of lockmg 
members positioned on the tab, the locking members on the first upper member 
engageable with the loddng members on the first lower m 

b) a second spacer positionable on the steer tube and spac e d firom th e first - t yae eg 
on the opposite side of the stem : and 

c) a handlebar stem releasably securable to the steer tube b<^een the first spacer 
and the second spacer, wherein tiie first upper member is rotatable with respect to Ae 
first lower member. 

14. (Original) The assembly of claim 13 wherein the second spacer comprises a second 
upper member and a second lower member, each of the second upper member and the second 
lower member including a base and a number of tabs extending outwardly fiom one side of 
the base» each of the number of tabs including a plurality of locking members positioned on 
the tab, the locking embers on the second upper member engageable with the locking 
members on the second lower member.

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15. (Original) The assembly of claim 1 4 wherein the first upper member and the second 
lower member abut opposite sides of the stem. 

16. (Original) The assembly of claim 1 5 wherein the first lower member and second 
upper members are adapted to be fixedly attadted to the steer tube. 

1 7. (Withdrawn) A method for adjusting the hdght of a handlebar stem secured to a steer 
tube^ the method comprising the steps of: 

a) providing a stem releasably securable to the steer tube; 

b) providing a stem height adjustment assembly includiog a first spacer securabte 
to the steer tube on one side of the stem and including a first upper member and a first 
lower member, each of the first upper member and the first lower member including a 
base and a number of tabs extending outwardly fiom one side of the base, each of the 
number of tabs including a plurality of locking members positioned on the tab, the 
locking monbers on ibc first upper member engageable with the locking membm on 
the first lower member, and a second spacer; 

c) securing the first spacer and fhe second spacer to tihe steer tube; 

d) adjusting the height of the first spacer; and 

e) securing the stem to the steer tube between the first spacer and the second 
spacer. 
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1 S. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 1 7 wherein the step of adjusting the hei^t of the 
first spacer comprises the steps of: 

a) s^aiating flie fir&t upper member from the first lower member; 

b) rotating one ofthc first upper member or the first lower member with respect 
to the steer tube; and 

c) engaging Ifae first upper member with file first lower member. 

1 9. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 1 7 wherein the second spacer includes a second 
upper member and a second lower member, each of the second uppermember and second 
lower member including a base and a number of tabs extending outwardly from one side of 
the base, each of the number of tabs including a plurality of locking members positioned on 
the tab, the loddng members on the second upper member engageable wifii the locking 
members on the second lower member, and further comprising the steps of: 

a) separating the second upper member fixm the second lower member after 
adjusting the height of the first spacer; 

b) rotating one of the second upper member or the second lower member witli 
regard to the steer tube; and 

c) engaging the second upper member with the second lower member. 
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20. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 1 9 whmin the steps of adjusting the height of Ifae 
first spacer and engaging the second upper member with the second lower member are 
perfimned such that the distance between the first spacer and the second spacer is held 
constant. 
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
